It was Origens conceir, 
that the Pricſt had bells in the lower 
parts of his garment,to put thepeopic 
in mind of /udgment:T hecolideration 
of which many times isa terror to the 
godly ; My fleſh trembleth for feare of 
thee, and 1am afraid of thy Indgements, 
faith theſweere ſinger of /4el: and the 
wicked often are curbed by it, Odernnt 
peccare mali formidine pane, The Pſal- 
miſt rels vs that this isa cauſe, why the 
wicked man doth ſo much delight in 
ſinne,and make ſucha progreſlein Ini- 

quiry'; 
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quity ; becauſe Gods Indgements are Dial.to.y, 


farre ont of h1s ſight ; the remembrance 
of the Tribunal, the feare of execution, 
the conlideration of the dwngeon, the 
darknelle and blacknelle of the bot- 
romletle pit, the weeping, wailing, and 
gnaſhing of teeth, are able to reclaime 
the molt wicked, and make them re- 
fraine their evill waies , knowing that 
they mult come to #dgement.

Againe, / beleexe , it will not ſound 
well in a couerous rich mansearethat

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teth his minde vpon the world. No 
doubt, that ſpeech which the Spirit of 
God ſpake vnto the rich man inthe 
Goſpell ; Hac note, that he (ſhould ſud- 
dainely depart from his riches which 
heſo much loued , was terrible ynto 
him : and this will beas gricuous vnto 
any. wretched worldling , to tell him 
he muſt cometo Iudgement: I thinke 
this ſound never doth enter into his 
eares, there is mane ſenſibile, another 
thing giues a greater ſound: it is the 
voyce of the Horſeleach, giue, pine, It 
is ao maruell that they cry vnto the 
AMountaines in that day to fall on them; 
for it is readieſt in-cheir ſyyons and 
mouthes ; they thinke of nothing, 
ſpeake of nothing, nor dreame of no- 
thingelſeall their life long but moun- 
taines of gold and (iluer. Concerning 
his temporall eſtate, and the prouiſion 
belonging thereunto , heeis wiſe and 
politicke enough, ( witneſle that rich 
man inthe Goſpell) he can haue his 
bils and bonds well noted in a booke, 
and make all his accounts readie for 
hjs worldly eſtate. But concerning his

Thirdly, it will not found inthe 
eare of a ſacrilegious Church-Robber , 
that taketh away ſ#ccxm PaFtors, main» 
tenance from the Miniſter, Whereup- 
on it followeth , that lac ſubdacitur 
agnis,there the people mult needs pe- 
rith for want of milke; ſuch as would 
have the Kings danghter all glorious 
within,but would not have her outward

The Greeke word Biuz a Baie $74- 
dior, to goeypon (teppes; which both 
do well ſetforth the eminency, maie- 
ſticy/and glory of the place. When the

which opinions I will briefly relate 
ynto.you.

fire. Firſt, in regard of the cleareneſſe, 
for in his preſence there ſhall bee no 
darkneſſe , but all cleare light; every 
thing ſhall be manifeſted.

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That he ſhall come to [ndgement, this 
word, Chrift, in my Text doth yerifie, 
for he was annointed for this purpoſe 
to yndergoe this office, and doth gail 
annoint vsto prepere ys for it: he __ 
our fleſh with him into heauen , as « 
pawne of bis comming, and left with vs 
his Spirit, to make vs fit for hu com- 
wing. Then the certaintieof our reſur- 
rection , and Chriſts comming to 
Iudgement, is firmely teſtified in my 
Text ; For we muſt all appeare before the 
Tribunall ſeat of Chriſt. 

Thisdoctrine doth yeeld great eom- ve. 
fort ynto the children of God, both in Comfortts 
regard that there ſhall beeſucha dy: *®<899h- 
as alſo that Chriſt Ieſus ſhall beetheir 
Iudgeinthatday, Now their eyesare 
full of teares, and their hearts full of 
griefe, becauſe of the many crolles and 
afflitions which they ſu fcrin the val- 
ley of this miſery. T he 1ſraclites were 
neuer more gladder of their departure 
out of Egypr, then the children of God 
of the comming of the day of Iudge- 
ment: then they wil lift vp their heads,

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gaine, it wil be comfortable vnto them 
chat Chriſt Ieſus their elder Brother 
ſhal be their Tudge, becauſe of hisequi- 
tieand humanitie. Abel went willing- 
ly into the field with Came, expeQin 
no hard meaſure at his hand , vey 
he was his brother, 1ſaac went freely 
to the Mount with Abrahams, looking 
for no ſeuerity of him, becauſe he was 
hisfather. The children of God, with 
a chearefull countenance , will come 
outto Iudgement, becauſe their elder 
Brother is there. 

And as this isa comfortto the god- 
ly, ſoit is a terrowr to the wicked ; that 
there ſhall bee fuch a #w#dgement , and 
that Chriſt ſhall bee the Judge: The 
Scripture maketh mention of ſome 
that doe not beleeye the Lords com- 
ming to indgement, becauſe he doth de- 
lay his comming +» others there bee 
that put off the terrowr of this day from 
them. It isreported, that the /takans 
do vic to ring their bells and diſcharge 
their cannons in athunder-clap; that 
thenoiſeoftheone may leſſen the ter-

It 

will prooue more terrible vnto them 

then that day of the promulgating of 

the Lawdid vnto the Iſraelites; for if x,,vq. ig.18, 

the promulgation of the Law was feare- 

full, hn6w much more will the execs- 

tie be more fearfull? if his voice was 

eerrible to thoſe that came to appre- 

hend him; in ſo much, that they fell 

backward to the ground when they 19Þ-18.6. 

heard it, how ſhall the wicked ſtand 

before his wrathfull voice in that day? 

It Adam aid hide himſelfe tor feare of Gen. 3.19. 

the Lords furieafrer his tranſgreſſion; 

how much more would the wicked 

hidethemſelues, if they had any place 

to hide them in, from the yoiceof the 

Lambe that jitteth on the throne? If 1o- Gen.45.3. 

ſepbs brethren were mightily amazed, 

and ſo daunted that they could not

him : how much more will the wic- 
ked bee aſtonied, when they ſhall ſee 
their brother Chriſt in ſuch glorie and 
great Maicſhe, whom they have pier- 
ced and perſecuted with their wicked 
life?. Exery eye ſhall ſee him, yea exen they 
that pierced him ; andall the Nations of 
the earth ſhall waile before him. Plan- 
gent quia mundum dilexerunt , plangent 
qnia Vitam in mundo non Correxerunt , 
plangent quia fidem non habuerunt : the 
couctous man ſhall waile, becauſe hee 
loued the world more then God and 
godlineſle ; the laſciuious man ſhall 
waile, becaule, for a little pleaſure hee 
hath purchaſed everlaſting paine ; the 
vnbeleeuing wretch ſhall waile , be- 
cauſe hedid not belecue in Chriſt;nor 
in the tructh of the Goſpel; the proud 
man ſhall waile, becauſe hee did con- 
remne the bale humilitie of the crofle 
of Chriſt ; and all the wicked men 
and women (hall weepe and waile,be- 
cauſethey did not weepe nor waile in 
tume, while they liged in che world.

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Remember theſe things now, all yee that 
forget God, leaſt the Lord come un his fu 
rie againſt you, and there be none to delis 
wer you; let the feare of judgement 
perſwade you from your wicked 
courſes.

Thou that 
liveſt idlely on the ſweat of other 
mens browes, call him to minde that 
hid his talent in the earth, was bownd

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that ſhall continually gnaw andgrinde 
theein hell torments in that day. Wee 
read that he that had not vpon him a 
wedding garment was put out , and hee 
ens. Sferre his SES comming 
was not accepted. In that day ſhall 
the godly lookeypon him with great 
toy and comfort, but the wicked ſhall 
behold him with great feare and tor- 
ment, In that day ſhall hee ſeparate 
the ſheepe from the Goats: the ſheepe | 
he will place on his right hand, and 
take them vp with him into theayre, 
(as S*. Pan fpeaketh ) that all the 
world may know them, and honour 
them as Saints ; but the wicked he will 
placeon hisleit hand , leauing them 
on theearch which chey haueſo much 
loued, that all may behold them and 
deſpiſe them as ſinners. The wage 
ſhall tabouethem, to their greatter- 
rour: Beneath them, Hell (hall be open 
readie to receiue them: Before them 
the dewls and damned crew readie to 
execute Gods wrath ypon them: Be- 
hindthem the Saints and all their deas | 
rſt friend, torlaking them: On their 
left hand their ſinnes acculing them :

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On theirright hand 7#ftice threatniog 
them: On all ſides the whole world 
burning and flaming about them. Ic 
is no maruell that they ſeeke death 
but death flyeth from them , they call 
vntv the monntaines and rocks , and 
they refuſe ro couer them z they ſhall 
dry vpand conſume away for the ve- 
ry dilquietneile of their {oules. To 
gocforwardit is intollerable, to goe
